Arthur is Insolated 


Viceroy ’s Departure From Be* 


leaguered Port is Taken as 


Ev idence That Harbor 


Closed. 


London, May 6 .—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Ceneral New« 
•ay s a rumor 1« current in the Russian 
capital to the effect that a second bat­ 
tle has been fought at Chung Hai Tien, 
in which the Russians lost 7 ,000 and 
the J apanese 10,000. 
The J apanese, 
according to the rumor, were driv en 
back in disorder. 
There Is no con­ 
firmation of the report. 
Another dis­ 
patch say s that the J apanese forced 
the Russians to retreat 


Tokio, May 6 .—The strategical plans 
of the J apanese general staff are still 
shrouded in impenetrable my stery . 


London, May 6 .—Viceroy Alex ieff’s 
departure from Port Arthur is inter­ 
preted here to mean that the place Is 
in imminent danger of isolation, and 
the J apanese preparations for landing 
are considered as confirming the be­ 
lief that Port Arthur has been sealed 
up, probably by two of the sunken 
ships which Russia “ failed to locate." 
In this connection attention is drawn 
to the discrepancy between the Rus­ 
sian and J apanese accounts of the at­ 
tempt to bottle up the port, the for­ 
mer stating that it occurred about 3 
o'clock in the morning, while the lat­ 
ter said it took place in the afternoon. 
It is suggested that there may hav e 
been two separate attempts, each time 
with ten ships. It will be remembered 
that it has been prev iously asserted 
that J apan prepared twenty v essels 
for this purpose, and if this ex plana­ 
tion is correct, the Russian accounts 
referring only to the early morning af­ 
fair, may be justified in asserting that 
it was unsuccessful. 
It is supposed 
that the J apanese will make a supreme 
effort to cut off Port Arthur before the 
arriv al of Vice Admiral Skry dloff. 
Accordirg to a Tokio correspondent 
today 's J iji Shimpo say s: 
"Our fleet 
has not returned to its rendezv ous 
and Is still engaged In the ex ecution 
of a prearranged program. 
There Is 
reason to believ e that the J apanese In­ 
tend landing their 
second army at 
New Chwang upon the successful bot­ 
tling up of Port Arthur." 
A Paris correspondent hears that 
Russia has cancelled Its contracts for 
s supply of coal en route to the far 
East, which were made with a v iew 
to the dispatch of the Baltic fleet. 
A 
Berlin correspondent asserts that tho 
Russian military authorities are In a 
state of the most ex treme anx iety re­ 
garding the chances of sav ing the bag­ 
gage of the Yalu army . 
The roads 
are so bad that wheel transport Is only 
able to mov e fiv e milee daily , and It 
is feared that the J apanese will cap­ 
ture all the stores 
accumulated at 
Feng Wang Cheng. 
Dispatches receiv ed from Port Ar­ 
thur y esterday afternoon 
and from 
New Chwang Wednesday report no 
change in the situation and so far no 
confirmation has reached London of 
the J apanese preparations for land­ 
ing on the coast of the Liao Tung 
peninsula. 


R USSIA 
W A I T I N G 


Muscov ites Hav e Braced Themselv es 
for Impending Conflict. 
8 t. Petersburg, May 6 .—With Vice 
Admiral Togo hov ering in the imme­ 
diate 
v icinity of Port 
Arthur and 
transports loaded with troops ly ing at 
Pitsewo, northwest of that stronghold, 
Russia has braced herself for impend­ 
ing conflicts with the foe in which she 
will again play a defensiv e role, this 
time, it is hoped, with better success 
and therefore with less sacrifice of 
life than in the engagements on ths 
Yalu. 
The war commission sat 
until 2 
o'clock this morning, and at the close 
of the session it was announced that 
there w&e nothing to communicate to 
the public. It is known, howev er, that 
the emperor has been informed of the 
presence of a J apanese fleet off the 
Liao Shan promontory and the appear­ 
ance of transports at Pitsewo. 
The fact that the two ev ents occur­ 
red simultaneously may hav e signifi­ 
cance. 
If a landing should take place 
at Pitsewo, it is anticipated that To­ 
go’s 
battleship squadron 
will 
bom 
bard Port Arthur in order to prev ent 


the garrison from sending reinforce­ 
ments by railroad to the troops oppos­ 
ing the J apanese there. 
Neither the 
admiralty nor the war office believ es 
that a disembarkation of the J apanese 
can be prev ented, as the guns of the 
J apanese cruisers could command the 
point of landing, but after the J ap­ 
anese are ashore the Russians will 
strike, and, officers 
here say , will 
strike hard. 
What force they will bo 
ablo to bring up to resist tho inv adors 
cannot 
be 
stated 
definitely , 
tho 
strength of tho army on the peninsula 
of Liao Tung hav ing been kept a striot 
secret. 
It is ex peoted that the railway will 
play an important part in the effort of 
the Russians to push the J apanooo 
Into tho sea, as it will permit tho rapid 
transportation of troops. 
The general staff has not forgotten 
that J apanese ships were sighted May 
3 off Kalping and Stnluchen, on tho 
west cooat of tho Liao Tung peninsula, 
hut these two points could be readily 
oov ered 
if 
accessary , 
from 
New 
Chwang. 
An important adv antage would ac­ 
crue to the J apanese should they suo- 
eeed In establishing them selv es at Pit­ 
sewo. 
From there radiate roads con­ 
necting with the railroad at Yang Ti 
Tien, directly west to south, with San- 
chelipon and Klnchow station on the 
road nearer Port Arthur, north with 
Kaiping and northeast through Taku- 
shan with Feng Wang Cheng. 
A landing at this moment would 
make it difficult for General Kuropat- 
kln to concentrate a formidable force 
against General Kurokl, whose for­ 
ward mov ement Is not y et reported. 
Furthermore, once the J apanese are 
across the railroad, Port Arthur will 
be as good as besieged. 
A member of the general staff say s 
that General Kuropatkin Is well aware 
of these considerations. 
Ev en if the 
J apanese should succeed In cutting the 
railroad, Port Arthur is now ready to 
depend on its own resources. 
Dispatches from Tokio telling of cel- 
► ebratlons ov er the sealing of Port Ar­ 
thur, it is stated, are premature, offi­

Dr. George Elliott of Detroit, Mich., of 
Detroit, Mich., presented a memorial 
to the effect that the comm ittee on 
episoopacy consider the advisability 
of the election of a colored bishop. 
He said that he believed that the M. 
E. church had reached a crisis in its 
relations with the colored race. 
The reading of the quadrennial ad­ 
dress of the bishops of the Methodist 
church to the general conference was 
the feature of yesterday’s 
session. 
Bishop Cyrus D. Foss of Philadelphia 
read the address. 
It elaborately re­ 
viewed the statistical records of the 
past four years and set before the con­ 
ference many of the current problems 
which the church is facing. 
The pres­ 
ent membership of the church was re­ 
ported as 3,031,8 18 , an Increase of 138 ,- 
025 during the four years. 
The Sun­ 
day schools include an aggregate of 
3,124,6 44. 
The world-wide scope of 
the work of the church was indicated 
by the brief review of the adm inistra­ 
tion of bishops in foreign lands. Three 
features of the last quadrennium were 
emphasized as standing 
out promi­ 
nently—the tw entieth century thank 
offering 
movement, 
which 
brought 
$20,000,000 into the treasury of the 
church for the work of education, phil­ 
anthropy and debt-paying; the open 
door emergency m issionary revival, 
which has inspired the church with 
new generosity, and the biennial ob­ 
servances which all over the English- 
speaking 
world 
commemorated 
the 
200th anniversary of John W esley's 
birth. 
The American university at 
W ashington was strongly commended 
as well as the woman’s college of Bal­ 
timore, which indirectly suffered se­ 
vere losses during the recent fire in 
that city. 
The relations between the 
Methodist church and the Methodist 
church south were declared to be grow­ 
ing more fraternal and intimate. 
A 
common hymnal, a common catechism 
and a uniform order of service are al­ 
most ready for publication, and these 
will draw the bodies still more close­ 
ly together. The tim e limit in the pas­ 
torate was referred to as one of the 
m atters which would claim attention. 
W arnings were given against the cur­ 
rent evils of the time, poltical corrup­ 
tion, the liquor traffic, the tyranny of 
trades-unionism, the greed of unscru­ 
pulous employers, lynching, the negro 
question and Mormonism. 
A recommendation was made th at a 
new chapter on popular am usem ents 
be added to the discipline, admonish­ 
ing Methodists to guard their spiritual 
life and to avoid such am usem ents as 
have a dangerous or demoralizing ten­ 
dency. 
The chapter is intended to 
take the place of the present para­ 
graph, 
No. 
248 , 
which 
occasioned 
much discussion at the general confer­ 
ence at Chicago four years ago. 
The 
address made a deep impression and 
was received at the end with hearty 
applause.
